California Cultivator: 
It used to 
lie in order for the papers which de­ 
sired the greatest advancement 
of 
any section, especially any portion 
of California, to maintain profound 
silence as to its drawbacks and speak 
in loudest tones of its advantages. In 
times of heat the wave was referred 
to, if at all, as unheard of, as were 
the visitations of Jack Frost: 
Things 
have changed somewhat, and now we 
face our drawbacks and determine to 
overcome them. 
California’s citrus 
producing 
sec­ 
tions have had a frost. 
We might 
try to minimize its effects, and some 
orange growers would p erhap s 
ap ­ 
preciate such a treatm ent of the sit­ 
uation for fear of injury to the citrus 
market, but do this as we may, east­ 
ern p apers are already commenting 
011 the situation, some declaring that 
conditions are worse than they really 
are. 
Therefore, we trust th at we will 
•be forgiven for again making 
the 
statem ent, “We have been frosted.” 
There is no satisfaction in making it 
and we would rather not, but unless 
we can learn something 
from 
the 
p resent circumstances and others in 
the past which have been 
similar, 
greater injury may yet come. 
Is it not wise for all Californians to 
discuss the q uestion, “W hat are we 
going to do about it?” 
Are we going 
to admit that we cannot “farm against 
clim ate” and let the next cold snap 
find us as unprepared as did this one? 
Are we going to gamble on the future 
and say it will probably be several 
years before another visitation? 
We 
hope it will be several years. 
But 
when it does come millions of dollars 
damage will be wrought, which may 
be saved by the expenditure of thous­ 
ands. 
We say "may he.” 
More cor­ 
rectly “can be,” for this year 
has 
witnessed enough of frost protection 
methods to show that not a single 
orange or lemon in California need 
have been injured during the Christ­ 
inas night freeze if the growers had 
appreciated their ability to control 
frost conditions and been 
prepared. 
Some of the larger orchards did pro­ 
vide protection for the colder p or­ 
tions. 
Fruit there is now found to be 
in excellent condition, not an orange

And we note that San­ 
ta Barbara’s

asserts 
tHat no damage was visited in that 
county upon citrus trees, but sections 
of the state where some of the best 
and most oranges in the world are 
produced seem to be the ones where 
injuring frost is sure to come. 
The 
high value of the crop will justify 
fullest preparation. 
It is time grow­ 
ers got together and devised 
some 
method which can and will be general­ 
ly followed. W hether state or county 
control of frost protection methods can 
be brought about is a q uestion, but 
wishing information 
from 
growers 
along that line, we sent the follow­ 
ing letter to a num ber of producers: 
“We believe it is none too early to 
take up the m atter of next 
year’s 
frost protection, and it has also oc­
